DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 55 objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 55 should 
depend from claim 54. Appropriate correction is required. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 use § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 43,48-52,56 and 57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Daly et al. (US 2004/0032611). 

Regarding claim 43, Daly et al. teach a graphical user interface (pai^a. 34, lines 5+) 
comprising: a first parent window (inherent in display 262) including: a first display 
control configured to display a child window (inherent in display 262) listing a plurality of 
first filters (para. 30, controller 162 coordinates various components of the printer driver 
156, ensuring that the proper filters are applied in the proper order) having instructions 
corresponding to a print operation, and a second display control configured to display a 
list of second filters (the ability of the user respond to prompts regarding which filters are 
to be applied, i.e., manually select a filter). 
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Regarding claim 48, Daly teaches that the second display control displays a list of 
predetermined filters (para. 30, filter list 168). 

Regarding claim 49, Daly teaches that the plurality of first filters is a list of available 
filters on a designated storage medium (para. 36,37 dynamic link libraries; para. 46 
mass storage device 272). 

Regarding claim 50, Daly teaches that the child window further includes: a third display 
control configured to display a list of available filters on a computer hard drive (para. 46, 
last sentence through para. 47). 

Regarding claim 51, DalyJeaches that the child window further includes: a third display 
control configured to display a list of available filters on a printer hard drive (para. 46, 
last sentence through para. 47). 

Regarding claim 52, Daly teaches that the child window further includes: a third display 
control configured to display a list of available fllters on a server controlling a plurality of 
computers networked to a printer (para. 46, last sentence through para. 47). 

Regarding claim 56, Daly teaches that the first parent window further includes: a third 
display control configured to display a list of third filters (para. 36,37 dynamic link 
libraries; para. 46 mass storage device 272). 
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Regarding claim 57, Daly teaches that the list of third filters include a list of all filters 
available to the user (para. 36,37 dynamic link libraries are updated at run time). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 44-47 and 53-55 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent fonn including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
